Little by little facts and figures are enter­ 
ing from Washington D. C. which throw 
new light on the unprecedented requests 
of President Truman 
for more money to 
spend. 
The American people have gone along 
with the theory of heavy government ex­ 
penditures in behalf of national 
defense, 
but there is serious questioning of some of 
the non-defense expenditures sought. 
President Truman asks for a $71,000,000,- 
000 budget and has challenged Congress to 
prove otherwise. 
There is a 
disposition shown 
by Con­ 
gress to reduce other expenditures which 
have nothing to do with the military situa­ 
tion. 
There also is beginning to be some ques­ 
tion about the military waste of manpower, 
about the too rigid examinations for army 
service which accepts only about half or less 
of the men drafted for service. 
Some use of 4-F draftees is being urged 
for certain kinds of work in which the army 
insists on using its top men for odd jobs 
such as errand boy service, chauffeurs for 
officers, etc.

Washington D. C. have shown by their ac­ 
tions that 
they favor continuing non-de­ 
fense spending at the present high level. 
The proposed budget includes appropri­ 
ations for independent offices and bureaus, 
such as the departments of commerce, la­ 
bor, interior, justice and the state depart­ 
ment, all of which have boosted their spend­ 
ing year-by-year for more than IO years. 
The total cost of these departments in 
1940 was $3,000,000,000. And that was in the 
peacetime h e y d a y of the New Deal. For the 
same purposes the administration now asks 
$9,000,000,000, not a penny of which goes 
for preparedness. Yet the items are included 
in a budget which is being asked, 
in the 
name of defense. Preparedness and waste 
seem to be wrapped in the same package.

Political Prosecution 
On occasions in the past the American 
people have had 
good reason to feel that 
anti-trust cases were not on the level but 
picked for prosecution on a political basis. 
This suspicion has now been confirmed and 
in those precise words by no less a person 
than Supreme 
Court Justice Robert 
H. 
Jackson in a recent address to 
the New 
York State Bar Association. 
If anybody in Washington 
knows how 
these things are done it should be Mr. Jack­ 
son. Before his appointment to the Supreme 
Court he was attorney general and before 
that associated in other capacities with the 
department of justice. 
So it must be concluded that the anti­ 
trust law, designed to put an end to mo­ 
nopolistic practices, is sometimes made the 
vehicle for a political racket.

Inflation Country's Big Problem

At present these 
are frozen, the sam e as bonuses, 
vacation and holiday pay, and 
higher rates for night sh ifts. The 
difference is that the cost o f liv ­ 
ing raises lag several m onths be­ 
hind higher prices and thus do 
not cause them . Pension and sim i­ 
lar paym ents are actually m oney 
taken out of the buyers m arket. 
But higher pay for vacation s and 
other benefits goes right into peo­ 
p le’s pockets ready to be spent." 
W hile none of this has y et hap­ 
pened quite as indicated 
here, 
tile fact is that such an arrange­ 
m ent w ould have pleased the C 
I. O., and w hen it does happen, 
they w ill be tem porarily con ten t­ 
ed, even though every increase in 
prices, w ages, rents, profits, is not 
an increase in value but a boost 
to the inflation. T he old adage 
“ w hatever goes up, must com e 
d ow n” could hit this country with 
such a bang that it m ight be m ore 
disastrous than war. 
Tile real trouble is that w’e all 
w ant m ore m oney and w e are ac­ 
custom ed to think in term s of 
currency rather 
than in term s 
of purchasing pow er. T he h ou se­ 
w ife tells you that a $10 bill flies 
over the 
butcher’s counter 
as 
though it had w ings, and then 
sh e wTants her 
husband to ask 
for m ore w ages. That is hum an 
nature w ithout the restraints of 
disciplined 
thinking. 
More m oney can be less m oney. 
if the purchasing pow er of the 
dollar goes dow n. T he statem ent: 
“the difference is that the cost 
of living raises lag several m onths 
behind higher prices and thus do 
not cause them ,” is just careless 
thinking. 
Prices rise on trends in the m ar­ 
ketplace, because the m erchant 
or m anufacturer m ust calculate 
replacem ent costs as w ell as fu ­ 
ture buying and therefore tries to 
set his price so that he does not 
get stu ck w hen he has to pay 


m ore tor what he needs to sell. 
Of course, som etim es a trend is 
m isunderstood, anc# also buyers’ 
resistance can set in and the m er­ 
chant is caught w ith goods on 
his hands w hich he cannot sell. 
That could, over a period, break 
him. 
It is true thai "higher pay for 
vacations and other b en efits goes 
right into p eo p le s pockets ready 
to be spent," but this precisely 
is the inflationary process. The 
v olum e of m oney increases: the 
valu e of m oney decreases. That is 
inflation . This is com plicated by J 
the 
very 
intricate 
transaction 
w hich is involved in the quarrel 
J 
betw een the treasury and the fed - I 
eral reserve board. 
It w ould seem to m e that the 
labor leaders w ould devote them ­ 
se lv es to a deflationary program 
at this tim e. Their m em bers can­ 
not b enefit from faked increases 
during an inflationary 
period, 
even if increases give the im pres­ 
sion of w onderful su ccesses for 
the labor leaders. 
But such successes, w h ile per­ 
so n a lly gratifying, can in no w ay 
safeguard the value of the d ol­ 
lar w hich the w orker earns, or 
anybody else’s dollar, for that 
m atter. A nd our task at this m o­ 
m ent is to protect the value of 
the dollar. 
It w ould appear that Charles 
E. W ilson faces lots of trouble 
w ith 
labor leaders 
w ho place 
th em selves above econom ic law . 
If they push W ilson too hard, he 
w ill have no altern ative but to 
resign, for it is 
im possible 
to 
b elieve that he w ill perm it h im ­ 
self to be reduced to the posi­ 
tion o f D onald N elson of W orld 
War II, who was pushed around 
by every kind of pressure group. 
Wilson is bound to stand firm on 
policy and to protect the country
